As indicated in ray informal memorandum of IS June and ear oral 
dieeueelon of 26 Jane* two photograph* of the vehicle have been under con* 
eider ation for public release in response to press queries. White no firm 
decision has yet heen made to release these photos, twenty (28) copies of 
each of the two selected photographs are attached for your retention pending 
a decision as to if and when their release should be made. 

We agree with your view that, if the pbotot are to be rslsased, Lockheed 
should be toe point from which they are issued. At first we were inclined to 
favor a casual release in response to specific requests rather than a general 
release* the object being to avoid making a big splash in accord with our past 
attempts to underplay the significance of the vehicle as we have in our un- 
classified cover story and question-answer sheet. However* NAG A public 
relations advises against this coarse since they feel that only a general 
release would keep ell the interested press happy* whereas a more casual 
releaae policy would tend to fhvor the '’haves'* and raise the ire of the "have 
nets"* We would welcome your view on this point. On ooo point we are all 
In agreement: We wish to avoid arousing a great daal of attention. In any 
caea* use the unclassified story and question- answer sheet as your guide in 
handling whatever press queries do result from the release of too photographs. 

Pteaso hold tho attached photos pending resolution here of toe basic 
question as to whether and when the release should he made.
